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Skips are 
filled with 
clear-out 
at Public 

THE transformation of The 
Public into a sixth form 
college is ploughing forward 
- after skips were brought in 
to clear out the building. 

Furniture and displays 
have been taken from the 
building in West Bromwich 
town centre leaving parts of 
the interior bare in prepara¬ 
tion for its new life as 
Sandwell College’s Central 
Sixth campus building. 

As part of the work, large 
skips have been brought into 
to dispose of material from 
the building, sparking anger 
among the buildings sup¬ 
porters. 

Darryl Magher, a staunch 
opponent of The Public’s 
closure, spoke of his disap¬ 
pointment that the contro¬ 
versial work was going 
ahead. He said: “I think it’s 
shocking that they have 
gone in there and ripped 
things out. There are a lot of 
memories and resources 
invested in that building.” 

He also called on the 
college and council to reveal 
detailed plans of the project 
and to publicise the overall 
cost of the project. To go in 
there and vandalise the 
building before the plans 
have been confirmed is a dis¬ 
grace. They have ripped the 
heart out of West Bromwich 
town centre.” 

A deal to transform the 
former arts venue into a new 
college building was signed 
by bosses from the council 
and college in December. 

Witness plea

A MAN who was assaulted 
in a vicious pub brawl is 
being sought by police after 
four people were arrested.

BOSS OF RUBBISH 

MOUNTAIN JAILED 


ONE of the men responsible for a 
huge rat and insect-infested pile of 
foul-smelling refuse started life 
behind bars this week. 

Ranbir ‘Nick’ Singh was jailed for 18 months on 
Tuesday, leaving a family facing potential min and a 
clean-up bill that could reach £1.25 million after 
conning them into allowing him to use their yard - 
one of the three he used as a dump for a mountain of 


the refuse. 

Singh and his father 
Balwant ‘Bob’ Singh 
Bagrhia ran Langley Skip 
Hire and saved almost 
£250,000 by illegally stock¬ 
piling over 4,000 tons of 
refuse they had been paid to 
take to landfill sites. 

They filled Butlers Yard in 
Parsonage Street, Oldbury 
to the rafters with house¬ 
hold and industrial waste - 
just like they had packed 
another site in the neigh¬ 
bouring Nelson Street. 

Singh, aged 42, told the 
owner of Butlers Yard it 
would be used by a haulage 
company when he leased it 
at £3,000-a-month on behalf 
of Langley Skip Hire, Mr 
Nicholas Cole, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. He made the move in 
September 2010. 

Stockpiling 

Truck loads of rubbish 
was soon being transferred 
to Butlers Yard from Nelson 
Street, which was also 
receiving freshly collected 
waste from up to 23 lorries a 
day, the court was told. 

Langley Skip Hire, which 
was fined £100,000 on Tues¬ 
day, was being paid to dispose 
of the rubbish legally but was 
stockpiling so much of the 
waste that a third site at the 
Gupta Trading Area in West 
Bromwich Street, Oldbury - 
leased by Singh in November 
2011 - also had to be used as 
a dump, said Mr Cole. 

Singh was not allowed to 
tip waste at either this 
address or Butlers Yard and 
had broken the rules of the 
permit allowing him to set up 
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a waste transfer facility on 
the land he leased in Nelson 
Street, added the prosecutor. 

It has since cost £135,000 
to clear the site, £82,000 to 
repair the damage caused by 
the rubbish mountain and 
£4,600 to clear the street. 

The Gupta Trading Area 
cost its owner £2,200 to 
clean up. Butlers Yard is still 
piled high with refuse and 
its owner could be prose¬ 
cuted if it is not removed 
with the clean up bill 
expected to reach as much 
as £1.25 million, the court 
was told. Singh also owes 
£126,000 in rent on this site. 

Singh and his father, of 
Victoria Road, Oldbury, 
avoided disposal fees of at 
least £223,000. Meanwhile 
‘unexplained’ deposits of 
£43,000 and £40,000 went 
into the bank accounts of 
the men, the court was told. 
They will face a proceeds of 
crime case later in the year. 

Singh, who pleaded guilty 
to seven offences involving 
illegal dumping and contra¬ 
vening an environmental 
permit, was also banned 
from becoming a company 
director for seven years, as 
was Reginald Baldwin, aged 
71, of North Drive, Sutton 
Coldfield. He admitted one 
offence and was given a 26- 
week sentence suspended 
for two years with 200 
hours’unpaid work. 

Bagrhia, who admitted 
four offences, will not be 
dealt with until February 21 
for medical reasons. 


Last farewell to ex-Baggies luminary

HUNDREDS turned out for a last 
farewell to West Bromwich Albion’s 
Club President and former chairman 
John Silk whose funeral was this week. 

Figures from the sporting world 
joined family members and friends to 
pay tribute to Mr Silk on Wednesday, 
who passed away on New Year’s Eve fol¬ 
lowing a short illness. He was aged 89. 

His funeral took place at All Saints 
Church, All Saints Way, West 
Bromwich. Mr Silk, a well-known busi¬ 
nessman, has been hailed for steadying 
the club after joining it when it was 
going through a tough period. 

He stepped down as chairman at the 
end of the 1991/92 campaign and was 
replaced by Trevor Summers, before 
becoming club president in 2003. 
Among those at the service were 
former Baggies players Ally Robertson 
and Brendon Batson. 

Mr Batson said: “The tradition 
between the club and the Silk family 
goes back a long way with John’s

brother Tom. They were both different 
characters, but John and his wife are 
very lovely people and today is a ques¬ 
tion of paying our respects. On the 
playing side I didn’t have so much to do 
with John, he was on the board at the 


time, but in my season as MD I had a 
lot to do with him. He was a very 
decent guy.” 

West Bromwich Albion chairman 
Jeremy Peace, who was among mourn¬ 
ers today, has described Mr Silk as a 
‘very honourable man’. 

Mr Silk, who founded law firm Silks 
Solicitors in 1953, was appointed as a 
director in 1984 before serving as chair¬ 
man between 1988 and 1992. He suc¬ 
ceeded Sir Bert Millichip as club 
president in 2003. He also ran engineer¬ 
ing firms Hampson Industries and Hill 
& Smith after the death of brother Tom 
and his wife in a plane crash in 1980. 

Mr Silk, who is survived by wife Jean 
and children Karen and Mark, fol¬ 
lowed his brother onto the board at 
Albion. He became the 15th chairman 
of West Bromwich Albion when he suc¬ 
ceeded Sid Lucas in August 1988. 

A tribute released by West Brom 
earlier this month, written by publica¬ 
tions editor Dave Bowler, described his 
death as the ‘end of an era’. 


Licensing 
move for 
borough 
landlords 

LANDLORDS of around 
1,000 houses in Sandwell 
may soon have to be licensed 
under a new scheme 
designed to clean up estates. 

A consultation is about to 
be launched over the pro¬ 
posed ‘selective licensing’ 
initiative to see landlords of 
private rented homes having 
to undergo ‘fit and proper 
tests’. 

If adopted, the plan would 
also mean landlords would 
have to get a licence for each 
property that they own, 
which would cost £150 or 
£500 depending on when 
they are applied for. 

Six areas have been iden¬ 
tified by Sandwell Council - 
in Old Hill, Smethwick, 
Tipton, Wednesbury, West 
Bromwich north and West 
Bromwich south - in which 
all private rented homes 
would need a licence. 

Any money raised from 
the scheme, estimated to be 
around £150,000, would be 
pumped straight back into 
managing the initiative. 

Sandwell Council cabinet 
member for jobs and the 
economy, Councillor Ian 
Jones, said: “I’m pleased 
Sandwell has a lot of good 
landlords out there. We also 
know there are some land¬ 
lords who charge high rents, 
allow their tenants to live in 
appalling conditions or don’t 
take action against tenants 
causing anti-social behav¬ 
iour, and all these are unac¬ 
ceptable.”

Sadness over city move 
for sell-off to raise £lbn 


A BIRMINGHAM MP today said she was 
‘enormously sad’ that the country’s biggest 
local authority is considering selling land and 
property to help pay a £1 billion bill for settling 
thousands of equal pay cases. 

Birmingham City Council has agreed settlements 
with female staff including home care workers and 
school cooks who were paid less than men for work of 
equal value. 

There has been specula¬ 
tion that landmark build¬ 
ings such as the NEC could 
be sold - however, council 
sources said this was not 
specifically linked to the 
equal pay settlements. 

Gisela Stuart MP for 
Birmingham Edgbaston 
said: “I am enormously sad 
that we ended up in this 
position. 

But if you were the leader 
of Birmingham City Council 
at this point, you have inher¬ 
ited the legacy of a huge legal 
bill, you are facing a situa¬ 
tion where some of your 
basic services can no longer 
be delivered because of the 
funding formula, what is the 
only thing you can do? 

Borrow 

“I think, with a very 
heavy heart, you face up to 
the fact that you are caught 
between a rock and a hard 
place.” 

The council has borrowed 
money but the Department 
for Communities and Local 
Government will not allow 
it to borrow any more. 

A council statement said: 
“The council has disposed of 
assets to the value of £76 
million over the past two 
years, largely consisting of 
surplus land and office 
accommodation plus right- 
to-buy sales of council 
housing. 

“The review of the NEC 
group however is prompted 
by the need to invest and 
diversify the business to 
enable its amazing success 
to be a platform for interna¬ 
tional expansion and 
growth.”

Action called for on ailing children's services

THE Government is to intervene in 
Sandwell’s ailing children’s services depart¬ 
ment after the council’s ‘repeated failures’ 
to improve it, it has been revealed. 

The Department for Education will issue 
a statutory direction on the council to turn 
its department around more quickly. The 
direction means the DfE can force the 
council to take action the DfE believes 
would aid improvement - such as introduc¬ 
ing an improvement board to monitor 
progress is being made. It comes after an 
Ofsted report in April dubbed the depart¬ 
ment ‘inadequate’, leading to the resigna¬ 
tion of two bosses. 


Another visit by the same watchdog 
some months later also found the overall 
effectiveness of the service for looked-after 
children was inadequate, as was its leader¬ 
ship, management and quality of provi¬ 
sion. 

The news about Government interven¬ 
tion has been published in the council’s 
annual statement of accounts. 

Michael McDonagh, from the council’s 
external auditors KPMG, said: “The council 
has been under an improvement notice for a 
number of years. 

“Due to the repeated failure and the scale 
of the issues, the Department for Education 


has indicated that the council will be issued 
with a statutory direction under section 497 
A of the Education Act 1996.” 

A DfE spokesperson added: “Any failure 
in children’s services is very serious. 

“In the case of Sandwell we are extremely 
concerned that previous improvements 
have not been sustained, and by the extent 
of the failure identified by Ofsted - includ¬ 
ing child protection arrangements and serv¬ 
ices for looked after children. 

“It is vital that there is a relentless focus 
on local arrangements for children’s serv¬ 
ices. 

“We are working with Sandwell to make 


sure their plans for improvement are robust 
and are undertaken as a priority.” 

The borough’s children’s services chief 
Councillor Simon Hackett said ‘dramatic 
changes’ were being made, which he 
believed would reassure Government. 

He added: “Along with our partner 
iMPOWER, we have made a break from the 
past, focussing on preventative work. 

“We now have a multi-agency safeguard¬ 
ing hub in place with 12 partner agencies so 
we know far more about the children and 
families who are referred to us. Children are 
safer as a consequence. Also, we are reduc¬ 
ing the number of agency staff.” 


Home robbery victim says 
she still does not feel safe 


“I DO NOT think I will ever feel safe in my own 
home again.” These are the heartbreaking 
words of a widow robbed of her beloved 
husband’s irreplaceable watch by masked 
men in a terrifying night-time raid. 

Ross Underwood, of Damson Wharf, Tipton, one of 
the thugs involved, was jailed for seven years and 
four months at Wolverhampton Crown Court by 
Judge Michael Dudley who told him: “The fear that 
you engendered must have been dreadful.” 


He told him when sen¬ 
tencing: “This was serious, 
professional crime.” 

The 53-year-old widow 
and mother of two told the 
said that Underwood and his 
associates each had a girl¬ 
friend or wife and she asked: 
“How would they feel if their 
loved one was put through 
an ordeal like I had to 
endure at their hands? 

“How could they behave 
like this towards a woman?” 

The victim, whose 
husband died seven years 
ago, had left the front door of 
the Woodsetton house 
unlocked because her 23- 
year-old daughter was out. 

Watches 

She had gone to bed to 
watch TV and was alone in 
the house when raiders 
armed with a crowbar burst 
into the room. 

They snatched her mobile 
phone, pinned her to the bed 
and ransacked drawers and 
rooms before fleeing with 
two watches, one of which 
was worth more than 
£10,000 and had been 
bought for her late 
husband’s 40th birthday 
before being given it to her 
daughter as a lasting 
memento. The stolen watch 
has never been found. 

The widow revealed: “My 
life has been turned upside 
down by this. 

“It was bad enough to lose 
my husband without having 
masked men burst into my 
bedroom to wreck my life. I 
had alarms before this hap- 
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pened but have since spent 
£5,000 having cameras and 
electric gates fitted but I still 
do not feel safe. I am fright¬ 
ened to go out and fright¬ 
ened to come back home at 
night. What kind of life is 
that?” 

Underwood was sen¬ 
tenced alongside Richard 
Howell, 37, who had joined 
him on three appalling rob¬ 
beries although not that at 
the Woodsetton home of the 
widow. He was jailed for six 
years. 

The pair dragged another 
woman from her £22,000 
Audi TT in front of her 13- 
year-old daughter at the 
Orbital Retail Park in 
Cannock around 11am on 
August 13, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The pair struck with 
another crook at the Spar in 
Lap wood Avenue, Kingswin- 
ford, the next night, armed 
with a crowbar, and filled 
bins with £8,000 worth of 
cigarettes after threatening 
women staff. Howell - who 
was only freed from jail 
three months earlier - and 
Underwood then stole 
£3,000 cigarettes and cash 
from the Co-op in Dudley 
Road West, Tividale. 

Six days later, 28-year-old 
Underwood and two others 
barged into the home of the 
widow. Howell, of Carder 
Crescent, Bilston, and 
Underwood, both admitted 
conspiracy to rob.

FROM a long, long list of internet gags about 
England's dismal drubbing in the Ashes, I had to smile 
at this: What do you get if you cross the English cricket 
team with an Oxo cube? A laughing stock. 

IT IS alleged that ministers and officials had more than 
100 meetings with the drinks industry before deciding not 
to impose alcohol price controls. So what's new? The rela¬ 
tionship between the drinks industry and Parliament is a 
long and jolly one which, over the years has given us the 
great national gifts of cheap booze, 24-hour drinking and 
super-strength lager. But of course all vested interests use 
alcohol in the process of lobbying. In the good old days 
some honourable members were so well lobbied that they 
slid off the benches in the Commons after lunch. Absolutely 
lobbied.

It is faster than John 
Lewis, simpler than eBay, more user-friendly than 
PayPal. I refer, of course, to the drugs deliveries. Just 
pick up the phone and your stash arrives at your door 
within minutes. Idiotic politicians still talk fiercely about 
“the war on drugs.” The truth is they put up the white 
flag and surrendered years ago. 

BENEFITS Street now stands accused of giving viewers 
tips on shoplifting. And why not? Thieving from shops has 
been virtually decriminalised. It is “punished” with a fixed- 
penalty ticket which puts it on a par with not wearing your 
seat belt. No wonder so many Brits regard shoplifting as a 
career choice. I was once shown the perfect way to steal 
from shelves by a manager at a branch of Woolworths who 
was helping me with a feature on shoplifting. It was a very 
neat, undetectable move which I would share were it not for 
the threat of a bored copper reading me a caution.

Deported 
man boost 
for streets 

THE REMOVAL of a nui¬ 
sance street drinker who 
had walked the streets with 
a bag of his own vomit has 
helped to reduce alcohol 
problems in one area, police 
have said. 

Henryk Kujawa was sent 
back to his native Poland 
last month having been 
detained in West Bromwich 
town centre by police and 
officials from the UK Bor¬ 
ders Agency. He was later 
put on a flight at Heathrow. 
It was the latest in an ong¬ 
oing blitz on people getting 
drunk on streets in the town 
centre. Officers warned 92 
people in 10 weeks about 
their antics before Kujawa. 

Sgt Gavin Peever said: “A 
key offender has recently 
been administratively dep¬ 
orted from the UK. This has 
already seen an improve¬ 
ment in the area. ” 


Prosecutors said that ‘no 
tale was too tall’ for her. 

The mother of two who 
was living in Willenhall but 
has since moved to Hall 
Lane in Tipton, even imper¬ 
sonated police officers and 
doctors to back up her 53 
fraudulent claims over the 
course of two years. 

However the 27-year-old 
received just £8,689 through 
11 payouts. Prosecutors say 
she was ‘motivated by greed’ 
and ‘invented extreme emo¬ 
tional circumstances’. She 
sobbed when her crimes 
were laid bare at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court as 
she was locked up for 22 
months. 

She pleaded guilty to 22 
charges of fraud by false rep¬ 
resentation and Judge John 
Warner told her: “This was 
fraud over a long period - it 
was manipulative, it was 
repeated and it was sophisti¬ 
cated.” 

Mr Paul Spratt, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Fisher used several 
aliases to disguise her iden¬ 
tity online, while making the 
claims which spanned back 
to January 2011. 

The court was told that 
she tried to get £2,500 from 
Lloyds TSB after saying her 
card had been stolen. She 
also lodged claims saying her 
hone had been stolen. Mr 
pratt said she told another 
company that she was 
unable to work due to spinal 
cancer. 

She was arrested at her 
former home in Slater 
Street, Willenhall, in July 
2012. Ms Theresa Starr, 
defending, told the court she 
was ‘humiliated and embar¬ 
rassed’. She also said that 
Fisher had suffered a mis¬ 
carriage.

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain adjourned 
the inquest.

HEALTH bosses have vowed to 
monitor standards at a walk-in 
centre after a coroner raised con¬ 
cerns following the death of a tal¬ 
ented art student. 

Evelyn Purchase, aged 20, from 
Cradley, died of pneumonia just 36 
hours after being sent home with 
antibiotics by an out-of-hours GP 
She was found dead by her mother at 
their home, in Butchers Lane, on 
April 6 last year. 

Black Country senior coroner 
Robin Balmain questioned the care 
she received at Dudley’s walk-in 


health centre during her inquest. 
Evelyn had been feeling unwell for 
more than three months having pre¬ 
viously been diagnosed with sinusitis 
in January. She was given two 
courses of antibiotics but was still 
feeling unwell when she was exam¬ 
ined by Dr Mahmud Ahmed at the 
Holly Hall clinic on April 4 last year. 

Mr Balmain said he feared the con¬ 
sultation was ‘less than optimal’ 
after Dr Ahmed sent her home with 
antibiotics and antidepressants to 
help Tift’ her spirits so she could 
regain her appetite. The coroner said 


the checks had been ‘incomplete’ but 
said it was ‘not possible’ to say if her 
life could have been saved. Her 
mother Tara Purchase said she 
believed her daughter should have 
been admitted to hospital. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning 
Group said officials will seek assur¬ 
ances with operator Primecare, which 
has a £1.4 million contract to run the 
centre, over care. Dr David Hegarty, 
who is clinical chair of Dudley CCG, 
said: “We expect the highest stan¬ 
dards of care for all patients who use 
the services we commission. ”

Police dilemma on vandal 
reports at run-down estate

A HOUSING estate is in such a 
‘shocking state’ of disrepair, 
police cannot tell if vandalism has 
actually taken place, as people 
who live there claim. 

The poor condition of premises at 
Trafalgar Court in Tividale mean offi¬ 
cers cannot work out if reports of crim¬ 
inal damage are legitimate or not, said 
Sgt Sam Archer, who is responsible for 
the neighbourhood. 

Windows are smashed at many of the 
homes, window frames are rotting from the 
outside, and many of the vacant flats have 
been boarded up in a bid to stop break-ins. 
No damage was actually recorded as a crime 
there in the last year though, said police. 

Sgt Archer said: “Trafalgar Court, Tivi¬ 
dale, is in a shocking state. We are having 
reports of crime occurring but due to the 
poor state of the premises and garages we 
cannot tell if the reports are legitimate or 
not. We will be contacting local landlords 
and also Sandwell Council to see how we can 
work to improve the location.” 

Children 

People living on the estate, which is made 
up of a series of flats on top of garages, say a 
number of the properties are vacant and 
being targeted by nuisance children because 
they have ‘nothing else to do’. 

They say many of the homes are privately 
owned but maintenance issues are being 
regularly ignored and the estate is becoming 
gradually more run-down. The owner of 
eight blocks of flats has previously been 
fined for continued failure to deal with 
repairs. 

Trafalgar Court Property Ltd was told to 
pay £45,900 for failing to carry out repairs to 
dangerous stairs, walkways and porches. 
And then last July it was fined a further 
£16,800 after not fixing the problems. 

It was one of the largest penalties handed 
to a single landlord for these types of off¬ 
ences. Joseph Foster, who works suspending 
ceilings, has been living on the estate for two 
years. 

The 32-year-old claimed people are 
repeatedly entering one empty flat because 
the door is broken and vandalising the 
inside. All three of its windows have been 
smashed. Mr Foster added he could not

argue with Sgt Archer’s verdict of the 
estate. He said: “The council needs to have 
a word with the landlords to get them to do 
something. They’re always quick enough to 
collect the rent but not to sort out mainte¬ 
nance. The police are just trying to do their 
job but the landlords should be doing more 
to tidy the place up.” 

Leigh Clarke, who has worked as a 
mechanic and factory worker in the past but 
is currently unemployed, has been living on 
the estate for a year. 

Two flats next door to his have both been 
boarded up by police to stop intruders. The 


45-year-old said he would like to paint the 
inside of his flat himself but could not afford 
to. He added: “People are very close to one 
another on this estate and look after each 
other. If it looked a bit cleaner and tidier 
people might not be coming in and smashing 
it up. There must be seven or eight different 
landlords who own properties on the estate 
but it doesn’t look like they’re doing much 
to improve it.” 

Councillor Ian Jones, the borough’s 
regeneration chief, said: “We are continuing 
to work with the police on behalf of the 
tenants at Trafalgar Court and to ensure 


that their living conditions are improved by 
the freeholder, Trafalgar Court Property 
Ltd. The council’s private sector housing 
team meets regularly with the tenants to 
discuss their concerns and we will continue 
to use the powers we have as a local author¬ 
ity.” 

A private developer, who did not wish to 
give his name, bought one of the flats at 
auction but said the estate was rundown. He 
added: “When people see it like this, it turns 
them away from coming here. I’m prepared 
to put some money in because I think you 
could turn some of these properties around.” 


St John group

A DAYTIME group is 
being launched for those 
wanting to support first 
aid charity St John Ambu¬ 
lance in a first for the West 
Midlands.

The history of the city’s most 
iconic and successful busi¬ 
nesses is being laid bare as 

WILLACKERMANN explains 

“WOLVERHAMPTON is Beat- 
ties and Beatties is Wolver¬ 
hampton.” 

It is one of the city’s most iconic 
and successful businesses - and now 
the history of Beatties is being laid 
bare like never before. 

The landmark department store has 
handed over hundreds of old photo¬ 
graphs and documents to the Wolver¬ 
hampton City Archives, where a 
selection are going on display. 

The exhibition, titled A Better Place to 
Shop: The Story of Beatties, includes 
sales catalogues dating back as far as the 
1890s, as well as archived newspaper 
advertisements, photographs and menus 
from celebration dinners. 

Demolished 

Each item in the treasure trove of doc¬ 
uments and artefacts is accompanied by 
an explanatory note, outlining its place 
in the company’s 136-year history. 

Organiser Karen Davies, the City 
Archives’ cataloguing archivist, who 
worked at the store as a sales consultant 
for five years until 2000, said: “If you ask 
anyone living in Wolverhampton and 
beyond, everyone knows Beatties. 

“When I worked there people used to 
say they only came to Wolverhampton to 
shop at Beatties. It was like the Harrods 
of Wolverhampton. The purpose of this 
exhibition is to make the public aware 
just how important Beatties was to the 
retail history of the city.” 

The company was founded in Victoria 
Street by local draper and businessman 
James Beattie. It opened in 1877, when 
it was called the Victoria Draper Supply 
Store. By 1895, the firm employed 40 
members of staff and was enjoying an 
annual turnover of £30,000.

But fortunes took a turn for the worse 
when, only a year later, a huge fire forced 
it to be demolished and rebuilt. 

The blaze also destroyed much of the 
store’s stock. What remained had to be 
sold to buy more items to refill the 
shelves. Fortunately, the owners recov¬ 
ered from the potentially devastating 
incident, and by the turn of the century 
they were back on their feet. 

But then, in 1912, a second fire struck, 
prompting another rebuild, which 
included changing the shop facade for 
the first time since the store had first 
opened 35 years earlier. 

An extension was then built leading 


out into Darlington Street in the 1930s. 

At the same time as the cosmetic and 
structural changes were taking place, 
management were making alterations 
on the operational side of the business. 

During the early 1920s, the company 
adopted limited liability, becoming 
James Beattie Ltd, making it an entity of 
its own in the eyes of the law for the first 
time. In 1964, the firm became a Public 
Limited Company, James Beattie PLC, 
meaning customers could now buy its 
shares on the stock market. 

Perhaps the most significant moment 
in the company’s history, however, came 
in 2005, when the firm was taken over by 


department store chain House of Fraser. 
It had been an independent family-run 
business since its inception, so the move 
sparked outrage among many workers. 

Ninety-four-year-old Mary Boddy, 
who was the company’s catering 
manager for 35 years until retiring in 
1980, was less than impressed at the 
time. She organised for two coachloads of 
Beatties employees from various 
branches to head down to London for a 
protest. 

But now she is more than happy with 
the way her former workplace is run, and 
says it has retained everything that 
always made it so special. 

Mrs Boddy, who worked under James 
Beattie Junior, known to employees as 
Jimmy, said: “To me, Wolverhampton is 
Beatties and Beatties is Wolverhampton. 

“It was absolutely wonderful to work 
there. I’d go back tomorrow if Jimmy 
Beattie was still alive. 

Wonderful 

“He used to come around the store 
every morning with his little black book 
in his pocket. He was a real gentleman, 
but if you saw that black book you 
thought, ‘Oh no.’ 

“Many times I was called in to his 
office. I was a cheeky thing.” Mrs Boddy, 
of Finchfield, Wolverhampton, remem¬ 
bers how everyone working for Beatties 
felt ‘part of the same family’, and such is 
their bond that she still organises 
monthly meetings for former staff. 

She is also one of those to have 
donated personal items to House of 
Fraser for its archives, which it handed 
to Wolverhampton City Archives in July. 

The exhibition has been divided into 
four glass cabinet displays, each chroni¬ 
cling a different period in the company’s 
history, plus four wall displays featuring 
pictures of the Beatties family and of the 
company at key moments in its past. 

Beatties also opened branches in Soli¬ 
hull, Birkenhead, Aylesbury, Birming¬ 
ham Dudley, and Northampton, the 
latter three of which have since closed. 

The exhibition will run until March 
29.

Knife drama 
self-defence 
says coroner 


A MAN who was stabbed to death by his love 
rival when he broke into his former home, was 
killed lawfully, a coroner has ruled. 

The tragedy happened when David Carpenter and 
his nephew Mitchell While broke down the door of his 
ex-girlfriend’s Halesowen house because they 
wanted to ‘sort out’ her new partner. 


Painter and decorator Mr 
Carpenter was stabbed by 
Ian Swinburne, the new 
partner of his ex-girlfriend 
Nicola Bennett, who was 
acting in self-defence. 

Miss Bennett told an 
inquest she was ‘petrified’ 
when they broke in on the 
night of February 3 because 
she feared both she and Mr 
Swinburne would be killed. 

But it was Mr Carpenter, 
aged 47, of Yardley Close, 
Oldbury, who died when Mr 
Swinburne grabbed a knife 
from the kitchen stabbed 
him thro-ugh the chest in 
the conservatory. 

Exacerbated 

Black Country Senior 
Coroner Robin Balmain said 
that alcohol and ampheta¬ 
mine found in Mr Carpen¬ 
ter’s system, together with 
‘jealousy’, had exacerbated 
the situation. 

Concluding that it had 
been a ‘lawful killing’, Mr 
Balmain said yesterday: “I 
am perfectly satisfied that 
Mr Swinburne did not int¬ 
end to kill Mr Carpenter. 
What he was doing was 
acting in a defensive mode.”

Mr Balmain added that 
Mr Swinburne, now aged 50 
and living with Miss Bennett 
in the house in Graham 
Road, Halesowen, had wav¬ 
ed the knife to try to scare off 
the two men, who were int¬ 
ruders, but it did not work. 

The inquest heard that 
Mr Swinburne and Miss 
Bennett were watching TV 
when Mr Carpenter and Mr 
While began shouting and 
swearing outside before kic¬ 
king in the front door. Miss 
Bennett, 47, told the hearing 
at Smethwick: “They were 
like a pack of wolves.” 

Mr Swinburne was origi¬ 
nally charged with murder¬ 
ing Mr Carpenter. But the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
later dropped the charge. 

While, aged 29, of Boden- 
ham Road, Brandhall, Old¬ 
bury, later pleaded guilty to 
using threatening words 
and behaviour and common 
assault on Mr Swinburne. 
He was sentenced to four 
months in jail suspended for 
18 months and put under 
supervision for a year, 
including an alcohol treat¬ 
ment order. 


Structure in place as 
fire station shapes up

A NEW £4 million fire station is beginning to take 
shape after the erection of a huge two-storey metal 
frame. 

The station, on the junction of Halesowen Road and 
Barrs Road in Cradley Heath, is quickly going up ahead of 
its expected opening in May. The split-level building on a 1.1 
acre site next to Haden Hill Leisure Centre will be the base 
to 44 firefighters as well as being available to a West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service crew and vehicle. Rob Ash, sur¬ 
veyor for West Midlands Fire Service, said: “People who live 
near or pass the site will have seen the new station literally 
taking shape in the last few weeks. 

“Most of the steel frame is now complete, and the first 
floor slabs are being fitted. Masonry work is also under way, 
and this month we will see a start being made on walls, 
cladding and roofing.” The station will have three vehicle 
bays, with a new brigade response vehicle expected to be 
housed there from 2015.

Fraudsters in £l.3m fake 
notes plot start jail time 


THEIR plan was to use their 
printing firm’s Christmas and 
New Year break to churn out 
almost £1.3 million worth of 
fake banknotes. 

But two apparently respectable 
Walsall businessemen brothers 
ultimately had their plot thwarted 
and have been their first few days 
lock up after being sentenced 
seven years imprisonment. 

Amrit and Prem Karra acted as 
‘masterminds and architects’ of the 
highly-sophisticated counterfeiting 
operation, Birmingham Crown Court 
heard. The two men and their two 
accomplices even worked through the 
night producing what were described 
as ‘near perfect’ forgeries. 

Jailing the brothers along with two 
other men from West Bromwich and 
Birmingham, who also took part in the 
scam, Judge Richard Bond said such 
offences undermined the integrity of 
the UK’s financial system. 

Forgeries 

The Karra brothers and their broth- 
ers-in-law, Rajiv Kumar and Yash 
Mahey, were all convicted of conspiracy 
to produce counterfeit notes following 
a five-week trial. 

The trial heard Amrit Karra, of 
Broadway North, Walsall; Prem Karra, 
of Brookhouse Road, Walsall; Kumar, 
of Clarkes Lane, West Bromwich; and 
Mahey, of Cranbrook Road, Hands- 
worth, Birmingham, printed the fake 
£10 notes with a face value of at least 
£1.27 million. 

Amrit Karra, aged 45, Prem Karra, 
43, Kumar, 40, and Mahey, 44, used 
specialist paper, inks and foil to run off 
the forgeries at a printworks in 
Hockley, Birmingham. 

The fake notes have been found all 
over the country but the most signifi¬ 
cantly affected areas were the West 
Midlands, London and Kent.

Jailing both Mahey and Kumar for 
four-and-a-half years, and barring the 
Karra brothers from acting as 
company directors, Judge Bond said 
the offences were motivated by greed. 
The NCA said Karra Design and Print 
had legitimate business contracts but 
the four men had used the firm’s com¬ 
puters and machinery to counterfeit 
notes in late 2010 and early 2011. 

The vast majority of the ‘extremely 
high quality’ notes even had individual 
serial numbers, and were only identi¬ 
fied as fakes as they were sorted by 
banks to be loaded into cash machines. 

Lawyers for the Karra brothers arg¬ 
ued that the conspiracy was a response 
to financial trouble at the printing 
firm. Mr David Emanuel, defending 
Prem Karra, described the ‘one-off 
printing of counterfeit notes as a mis¬ 
guided attempt to save the business, 
and said his client was someone who 
had been highly regarded within the 
business community.

Jail on hold for pair mho 
broke up stolen car parts 


TWO MEN who broke up 
stolen car parts at their 
salvage yard have been spared 
an immediate jail term. 

Michael McDonald and Michael 
Aston were found to be handling 
stolen goods after a victim of theft 
followed the tracker inside his 
stolen company car to the premises 
McDonald rented and called police. 

The engine of the stolen Audi A3 was 
found at Unit 23 of the Bridge Street 
Trading Estate in Smethwick, in Nov¬ 
ember 2012. Paperwork officers found 
at the premises suggested it was linked 
with a metal yard called Sims. 

A visit to the second site led to the dis¬ 
covery of the original shell of the stolen 
Audi A3 and parts from another stolen 
BMW VRM and a Renault Clio, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

McDonald, aged 35, of Coniston Cres¬ 
cent, Great Barr, gave a statement to 
officers on his arrest saying he knew the 
cars were stolen and he was doing the 
work ‘as a favour for a friend’. He 
pleaded guilty to three charges of han¬ 
dling stolen goods at an earlier hearing. 

Aston, aged 43, of Hembs Crescent, 
Great Barr, pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to three charges of handling 
stolen goods on the basis that he claimed 
he did not initially know the three cars 
were stolen. Mr Colin McCarraher, 
defending McDonald, highlighted his 
client admitted his role when he was 
first arrested. He said the father-of-five 
had a ‘moment of great weakness’. 

Mr Michael Anning, defending Aston, 
stressed his client did not have any 
‘hands-on involvement’ in this ‘one-off. 

Recorder Mr Graham Huston made 
both defendants subject to an eight- 
month sentence on each charge concur¬ 
rently but suspended for two years.

Baron land became 
a top political salon 


ONCE home to many of the 
leading lights of Georgian 
and Victorian era, Teddes¬ 
ley Hall was built in 1754 by 
Sir Edward Littleton. 

He developed a large park sur¬ 
rounding the hall, noted for the 
quality of its cattle and its reputa¬ 
tion for agricultural innovation. 

This was later enhanced by his 
great nephew and heir, Edward 
Walhouse who changed his name to 
Littleton. He became an MP for 
Staffordshire County and then 
South Staffordshire and in 1812 
was created the first Baron Hather- 
ton 

Under Baron Hatherton, Ted¬ 
desley became a political and liter¬ 
ary salon. It was here that many of 
the landed gentry would enjoy 
soirees and sporting weekends in 
the woods at nearby Cannock 


Chase. The likes of the Duke of 
Wellington, Sir Robert Peel - both 
future Prime Ministers, William 
Huskisson and politician’s wife 
Lady Anne Wilmott-Horton all 
graced the hall with their presence. 

MP Huskisson, a former 
Brewood Grammar School pupil, 
was killed when struck by the loco¬ 
motive Stephenson’s Rocket, while 
Lady Anne is said to have been the 
inspiration behind the line ‘She 
walks in beauty like the night’ from 
a Lord Byron poem. 

Memorials 

Baron Hatherton was married 
for 37 years to Hyacinthe Wellesley, 
the daughter of the Duke of 
Wellington’s older brother Richard. 

When she died she was buried at 
Penkridge and the parish church, 
St Michael’s and All Angels, con¬ 
tains memorials to her, her daugh¬ 
ter, also called Hyacinthe, and her 


granddaughter who died from 
tuberculosis at the age of 32. Fol¬ 
lowing his wife’s death, Baron 
Hatherton remarried. His new 
bride was Caroline Anne, widow of 
Edward Davenport, of Capen- 
thorpe, Macclesfield. 

He became a staunch supporter 
of Staffordshire in Parliament and 
was also in favour of catholic eman¬ 
cipation. In 1831, through his own 
persistence, the ‘truck system’, by 
which workers were paid with good 
instead of money, was outlawed. 

The hall ceased to be the family 
home in 1920 and during the 
Second World War was requisi¬ 
tioned by the government to be 
used for billeting troops and prison¬ 
ers of war. 

After the war it remained empty 
for many years and was sold off by 
the fifth Lord Hatherton. The hall 
was demolished by its new owner in 
1954.

THE NUMBER of struggling primary schools 
paired with academy sponsors in a bid to 
bring improvements has exceeded govern¬ 
ment targets, figures have shown - including 
two in Sandwell. 

In 2012, 200 of the weakest primaries in the 
country became sponsored by academies. The DfE 
promised to go further in 2013 and broker 400 


similar partnerships.

Coroner calls 
for internet 
drugs probe 
after tragedy 


A FATHER died after overdosing on a mor¬ 
phine-like drug he bought over the internet to 
help with his sleeping - prompting a senior 
coroner to call on the Home Office to investi¬ 
gate the online purchase of substances. 

Jason Nock, aged 41, was found unresponsive by 
his partner Lea Maninang when she woke up at their 


home in Cradley Heath. 

He was rushed to Russells 
Hall Hospital, but was later 
pronounced dead on August 
17 last year. Tests later sho¬ 
wed he had almost five times 
the fatal dose of the legal 
morphine-like drug AH 7921 
in his body. He had purchas¬ 
ed the synthetic substance 
freely over the internet. 

Mr Nock, who worked as a 
computer technician at Carl 
Zeiss in Perry Barr, left 
behind his partner of seven 
years and their one-year-old 
baby Jemima. 

At an inquest at Dudley 
Coroner’s Court last 
Wednesday, Black Country 
senior coroner Robin 
Balmain described Mr 
Nock’s death as ‘tragic’. 

He said: “Mr Nock has 
been taking a drug that’s not 
illegal. It’s apparently 
readily available on the 
internet, but he has taken a 
lot of it.” 

After concluding Mr 
Nock’s death as an accident, 
Mr Balmain said he will

write to the Home Office 
over the case. 

He said: “Even though it’s 
a big problem I think it’s 
necessary that people like 
me do draw to the attention 
of the Home Office what the 
problems are, to see if any¬ 
thing can be done.” 

Miss Maninang, aged 43, 
and a nurse at Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham, moved in with Mr 
Nock at his home in High 
Haden Road in 2012. The 
couple’s baby was just six 
months old when Mr Nock 
died. 

She told the hearing: “He 
ordered it from the internet 
and they delivered it. He was 
saying it helped with his 
sleeping.” 

The hearing heard how 
Mr Nock had suffered 
depression and had been 
admitted to hospital for a 
drug overdose a month 
before he died. 


Retail joy for centre 
with 100,000 visitors

for me. I’ve seen the zoo change so 
much; the redesign of the enclosures is 
amazing. They are all so much better 
than they were in my day. ” 

Tracey - then Miss Ford - worked on 
the north of the zoo site, caring for 
giraffes, tapirs, guanaco, small pri¬ 
mates and kangaroos. Tracey, now a 
care worker, added: “I loved every 
second working at Dudley Zoo and I 
know Jess will too.” 

Jess said: “I was so happy when I got 
the call to offer me a job. It’s the best 
start to 2014 I could ever have hoped 
for.” 

Dudley Zoo chief executive Peter 
Suddock said: “Jess worked extremely 
hard to attain her apprenticeship and 
showed determination, dedication and 
diligence.

Areal turn-off for 
black and white TVs 


Andy Pandy, a children’s TV favourite in the days before colour 

BLACK and white television could soon be a thing of 
the past, as figures reveal another drop in the 
number of people using them, with Black Country 
towns among the places where diehard monochrome 
viewers still exist. 

In an era when families can watch in high definition and 
3D on giant flatscreens, technological change has not been 
welcomed by everyone. The number of residents settling 
down to watch on a black 
and white TV screen has 
fallen by 12 per cent in the 
past year, with fewer than 
12,000 sets in use across 
the whole country 

In Walsall, 26 house¬ 
holds have black and 
white televisions, while in 
Smethwick there are 29. 

Colour television came 
into existence nearly 48 
years ago but some fami¬ 
lies still remain nostalgic 
and faithful to their black 
and white sets. 

Mark Whitehouse, 
spok-esman for TV 
Licensing in the West Midlands, said: “Today’s figures 
show, even in the digital age, more than 11,000 homes still 
watch their favourite programmes on black and white tele¬ 
visions.” 

There are some advantages of having a black and white 
television - a licence is £49 compared to a colour licence, 
which costs £145.50.

ALMOST 14,500 crimes a month are being 
committed in the West Midlands - a rise of 
more than two per cent on the same time last 
year, official figures have revealed. 

But, despite crime figures being up in December, 
police are predicting that the current financial year 
will end with the second lowest overall annual crime 


level since 2002/03. 

The details disclosed in a 
report to the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner’s Strategic Policing 
and Crime Board meeting 
include that there are now 
45,000 fewer victims of 
crime than in 2010/11. 

But the hope of a further 
five per cent reduction - 
which would have repre¬ 
sented 8,500 fewer victims - 
this financial year appears 
doomed to fail. 

The December figures are 
running 2.2 per cent higher 
than the same period 12 
months ago with 2,716 more 
reported crimes bringing the 
total as of December 18 to 
126,318. 

Half of this is made up of 
theft from motor vehicles, 
shoplifting, metal and mob¬ 
ile phone thefts, assaults, 
criminal damage to vehicles 
and burglary, although 
house burglaries in the West 
Midlands have been cut by 
more than five per cent with 
519 less so far.

Official figures indicate 
there are now 200 fewer bur¬ 
glaries of dwellings pe:

Violence with injury cases 
are almost 10 per cent 
higher than the comparative 
figure 12 months ago with 
1,227 extra offences, but 
police put at least some of 
that down to more people 
reporting domestic violence. 

This follows a major ini¬ 
tiative from the force to 
break the silence that stops 
women and men revealing 
what is happening. 

The National Centre for 
Domestic Violence has wor¬ 
ked with West Midlands Pol¬ 
ice to provide non molest¬ 
ation orders free of charge 
for most victims, meaning 
that more of those have been 
created in the past year, 
prompting a proportionate 
rise in crimes in relation to 
the enforcement of those 
orders when breached.

Front line services will 
not be hit, vow chiefs 


COUNCIL chiefs have vowed 
to protect front line services 
as reports are drawn up to see 
where the axe will fall as it 
battles to make millions of 
pounds of budget cuts. 

Sandwell Council must save 
£22.2m in the next financial year 
due to Government cuts. 

A rise in council tax is one area which 
could hit residents. 

The authority has not made a deci¬ 
sion as to whether the tax rate will be 
frozen for the next financial year. 

Finance boss Councillor Steve Eling 
said the authority was waiting on the 
Government to announce what cap

they will place before making a deci¬ 
sion on whether to freeze tax for the 
fourth year running, with an 
announcement expected next month. 

Bosses are currently factoring a two 
per cent increase in council tax into 
their plans for the following two finan¬ 
cial years, as they are unsure yet 
whether incentives will be offered for 
them to freeze it. 

In the past few years councils have 
been offered one-off grants in return 
for a freeze to council tax. 

Councillor Eling said: “For the next 
two financial years we have built in a 
provisional two per cent rise because 
we are working on the basis that they 


might not be providing any future 
freeze grants.” 

The annual announcement of how 
much Sandwell Council would be 
getting in grants from the Govern¬ 
ment was made last month, and is 
around £200,000 worse than 
expected - leaving a hole of more than 
£20m. 

But chiefs have promised they will 
do everything they can to protect 
frontline services, including weekly 
bin collections. 

Councillor Eling added: “The 
£100m cuts by 2017 is going to happen, 
and it could potentially be worse than 
that with inflationary pressures as 
well.”

However, don’t expect this 10-part 
drama to be a slavish adaptation of 
Alexandre Dumas’s classic novel - 
the Beeb describes it as being 
‘inspired by’ the book instead, so 
we’re guessing it will be more slick, 
sexy and glamorous, and 
punctuated by jaw-dropping special 
effects and stunts. 

While most of the corporation’s 
lavish period pieces do well in the 
ratings, this one may benefit from a 
few extra viewers tuning in to see 
Peter Capaldi in action. 

The last time he was on telly, he’d 
just regenerated as the new lead in 
Doctor Who, and you can bet that 
some of the millions who tuned into 
that will watch The Musketeers to 
find out how their new hero gets on 
here. 

The Scottish star is playing an 
altogether different role, however - 
he won’t be saving the universe; 
instead, he’ll be making lives a 
misery. 


Capaldi plays Cardinal Richelieu, 
the arch enemy of Musketeers 
Athos, Porthos and Aramis and 
their young friend dArtagnan. 

“Cardinal Richelieu is protector 
and confidant of the king as well as 
being essentially the first minister of 
France,” says Capaldi of his alter 
ego. “He runs the country. He is a 
military figure as well as a religious 
and political one. He has a network 
of spies and operates like an illegal 
secret service to pursue his ends. 
He is by nature Machiavellian.” 

Sounds exciting. However, the 
actor is the first to admit that 
although playing Richelieu was 
intriguing, he wouldn’t have liked to 
have been around in the 17th 
century: “I would have enjoyed the 
frocks, and certainly some of the 
food would have been appealing, 
but the disease and hygiene would 
have worried me. I certainly would 
have missed the NHS!” 

Some of the cast and crew 
needed medical help during filming. 

“The production suffered from a 
lot of injuries: dislocated shoulders, 
bruised shins, the odd concussion,” 


reveals Capaldi. “It’s one of the 
occupational hazards of being a 
swashbuckler.” 

He came a cropper himself while 
shooting a scene in which Richelieu 
threw Milady, played by actress 
Maimie McCoy, against a wall. 

“I felt a jab of pain,” he says. ‘And 
when the director said ‘cut’ I looked 
down and saw my thumb was on 
the wrong way round. Nasty. Instinct 
took over and I shoved it back, 
which made my eyes water and my 
knees weak. 

‘The lesson clearly was, never get 
into a fight with Maimie McCoy...” 

The first episode introduces the 
central characters, played by Tom 
Burke, Santiago Cabrera, Howard 
Charles and Luke Pasqualino, and 
focuses on what happens when 
dArtagnan leaves his rural home 
and makes his way to Paris to 
petition the king.

Newest car 
brand may 
be ready to 
tome of age

INFINITI has only been a separate company 
from its parent Nissan brand for a little more 
than a year now. And Infiniti cars have only 
been built at all since 1989. 

Undeterred, the firm is going up against some of the 
toughest opposition in the car market in the mighty 
shapes of Audi, BMW and Mercedes, who dominate the 
European premium car market almost completely. 

The Q50 is the spearhead with which Infiniti wants to 
give the big Germans a poking on their home turf. It’s 
sharply styled and easy on the eye in either of the body 
styles. 

Sport trim looks surprisingly different from the front 
when you put it next to a more relaxed Premium-spec car, 
but in isolation both look strikingly - refreshingly - dif¬ 
ferent to what’s already out there. It’s sized in between 
BMW’s 3 Series and 5 Series, so it might just be a great 
catch-all compromise. 

The interior design is good, too, with a large centre 
console giving a snug, comfortable feel to a cabin that 
isn’t as open and spacious-seeming as some thanks to a 
windscreen and A-pillar sitting closer to the occupants 
than in rival cars. The console itself is dominated by two 
vertically stacked large screens; the top one recessed 
slightly into the surface and tasked with displaying the 
navigation system readout and visuals from the manoeu¬ 
vring cameras (front and rear). 

Unfortunately this screen is tilted back significantly 
enough to be prone to glare, especially since it’s not 
angled towards the driver in any way. If the sun is coming 
through the passenger side window it can be hard to see 
parts of the navigation readout. 

The lower screen, mounted flush with the console and 
topped with a smooth, glossy plastic cover, is effectively 
the touch-screen control panel via which the driver can 
adjust the myriad settings and personalisation options. It 
is rather vulnerable to fingerprints, but it’s quick to 
respond to touch and offers a clear, crisp app-style layout 
that anyone with a smartphone should feel right at home 
with. 

Economical 

Cabin storage is a mixed bag, with short-ish door 
pockets but a big central bin, which also houses two 12- 
volt power outlets, two USB ports, a 3.5mm jack and even 
a ‘video in’ socket to pipe pictures to the top screen - but 
not while you’re driving. 

Speaking of driving, you can have the Q50 as a diesel, 
which borrows Mercedes’s slightly clattery but poten¬ 
tially very economical 2,143cc four-cylinder engine, or as 
a petrol-electric hybrid that uses the electric motor as a 
‘supercharger’. It works like a charm, too, giving the 
Q50S (the hybrid’s special designation) an instant swell 
of torque low down in the rev range before the 3.5-litre V6 
takes over to pump the overall power output to 360bhp. 

In this guise the car excels in slow traffic under gentle 
throttle inputs, where the engine can switch off alto¬ 
gether until the battery is depleted. With the air condi¬ 
tioning on, though, the engine quite often has to keep 
cutting back in to power the auxiliary systems. 

The rear-wheel drive version of the Q50S is a very fine 
steer on twisty roads, too, where a genuinely adjustable 
and composed chassis shines through, thanks in part to 
the clever Direct Adaptive Steering (DAS), which in a 
world-first move isn’t connected to the front wheels by 
any mechanical means. 

It’s completely fly-by-wire, like a fighter jet, which 
means the steering responsiveness can be customised to 
how the driver wants it. It works brilliantly, giving an 
increased measure of control and a greater sense of confi¬ 
dence, flattering a driver but also giving them the green 
light to exploit the wealth of talent it has. 

There are some small niggles with the new Q50, like the 
sat-nav screen’s glare issue, but it’s thoroughly enjoyable 
to drive. 

It cruises effortlessly, looks arguably much more stylish 
than the alternatives and feels solid. Infiniti’s customer 
service is reportedly somethingspecial, too, and you get 
the feeling that the youngest premium car manufacturer 
out there might be about to come of age.

ADAM the city car with attitude 



Vauxhall’s new ADAM is looking to appeal to the customer’s sense of individuality in the sheer amount of colour 

combinations and materials

ODD name, interesting car - the Vauxhall 
ADAM is a city car with attitude. 

The ADAM punts Vauxhall straight into the style- 
led city car sector. It’s striking to look at, both inside 
and out and includes some features yet to be seen in 
this segment. The big question will be whether urban 
hipsters will get past this most blue-collar of badges. 

Vauxhall has built some stylish cars in the past. The 
trouble is, they’ve only been stylish to a small percentage of 
the car buying population. A Vauxhall with widespread chic 
appeal? I’m struggling to think of one. 

Some of the company’s niche models have undoubtedly 
worked and worked well but with its ADAM city car, Vaux¬ 
hall is looking to grab the attention of fashionista buyers 
who might otherwise choose a MINI, a Fiat 500 or a Citroen 
DS3. 

We can’t even blame Vauxhall for that odd name. It’s an 
Opel thing. Vauxhall’s sister brand in Germany flexed the 
corporate muscles a bit and insisted the car would be named 
after Adam Opel, the company’s founder or maybe after the 
leader of the British design team, Mark Adams. 

Generation 

Talk to anyone who really knows about cars and they’ll 
tell you how good the latest generation Corsa is. Trouble is, 
the man in the street still associates the Corsa with the 
mediocre old vehicles that replaced the Nova and weren’t 
particularly great. 

The ADAM rides on a cut down version of the Corsa’s 
chassis and that can only be good news. It’s been extensively 
re-engineered to suit the demands of the shorter wheelbase. 

It’s ostensibly quite a simple set-up but Vauxhall has 
invested years of know how into it. Up front are a set of 
MacPherson struts while the rear end utilises a torsion 
beam set-up. Ease of use on urban roads is enhanced by a 
CITY mode, which increases the electronic power steering 
system’s assistance at lower speeds. 

This is a car that’s going to sell largely on whether the 
styling chimes with new car buyers and Vauxhall certainly 
can’t be accused of going at it half-cocked. There’s a lot 
going on, the design work attributed to Brit Mark Adams’ 
team in Europe. 


The ADAM incorporates a ‘floating’ roof which is visually 
disconnected from the body, which works particularly well 
with two-tone colour schemes. It looks like no other Vaux¬ 
hall but still incorporates a bunch of existing styling cues, 
such as the Astra’s wing-shaped chrome grille bar and the 
blade shape in the lower doors. 

Like MINI, Vauxhall is looking to appeal to the cus¬ 
tomer’s sense of individuality in the sheer amount of colour 
combinations and materials. Wheels range from 16 inches 
in size for entry-level cars and there are 17 and 18-inch 
options further up the range, with a lowered sports chassis 
part of the deal. 

Unlike many cars which offer striking exterior designs 
but an interior that betrays a sudden curtailment of devel¬ 
opment budget, the cabin of the ADAM is, if anything, even 


bolder than the exterior. There’s extensive use of body- 
coloured trim inserts, not only on the dashboard but also 
reaching along the centre console and onto the steering 
wheel aimed at giving the interior a real riotous personality. 

Touch 

A seven-inch touch screen interface is the big point of 
interest from a technological perspective. It’s both iPhone 
and Android compatible, and can access internet-down¬ 
loaded apps in the same manner as the latest Renault Clio 
and Peugeot 208. 

Where specified, the navigation and infotainment con¬ 
trols are all marshalled by the touch screen. There’s even a 
choice of headlining, including an LED-lit starlight roof 
trim. 

Again with the wacky names. The ADAM is offered with 


three trim levels, JAM (fashionable/colourful), GLAM 
(elegant/sophisticated) and SLAM (racy/sporty). 

The latest generation ESP system is standard on all 
models and it also includes a Hill Start Assist function. That 
wonderful star-effect roof and a heated steering wheel are 
options that differentiate the Vauxhall from the run of the 
mill city car contenders and these surprise and delight fea¬ 
tures are key in a market that’s not always led fully by 
upfront pricing. Talking of which, the ADAM starts in the 
region of £11,000, so it should undercut the MINI, if not the 
Fiat 500. 

As you’d expect, the ADAM’s economy and emissions 
figures slightly better those achieved by the same engines 
in the bigger, heavier Corsa. So you can expect well over 
50mpg on the combined cycle and close to 120g/km of C02 
even from the pokey 100PS 1.4-litre petrol variant. 

In other words, whichever model you opt for, the day to 
day running costs aren’t going to generate too much cause 
for concern. Insurance ratings and residual values both 
look extremely promising. 

If you can get past the rather unusual naming culture, it’s 
easy to see why Vauxhall are so bullish about the ADAM 
range. It cherrypicks from some tried and tested chassis and 
engine technology and builds on that with extrovert styling 
and promises decent build quality. 

The interior moves the citycar game on in several key 
regards, including the option of a wonderful starlight roof 
and the intelligence of its iPhone and Android-compatible 
touchscreen infotainment system. 

It all adds up to a very interesting choice if you’re looking 
for a style-conscious little runabout. So don’t sign the 
cheque for that Fiat 500 just yet.

Charismatic

On the evidence of Satur¬ 
day in Southampton, he will 
need all his powers of moti¬ 
vation and inspiration to 
transform an uncertain, 
insipid Baggies team back 
into the confident, creative 
force that many perform¬ 
ances over the last two 
seasons have shown they 
can be.
